The ‘* Chartered '”. Report 


An important feature of the British South 
Africa Company’s report for the year to Sep- 
tember 30 last is the amnouncement of a 
settlement of the company’s undischarged 
lability for income tax and corporation pro- 
fits tax for the whole period from the com- 
mencement of its operations to April 5, 1936. 
This has now been agreed with the Revenue 
authorities at £254,112, which has been paid, 
£107,236, of the liability having been pre- 
viously provided out ot profits; Presumably 
because of this settlement the company’s 
revenue ia now recorded on the credit side at 
the gross amount without deduction of tax, 
the lability in respect of the year being re- 
corded on the debit side. The new revenue 
for the year was £300,615, the comparable 
figure for the previous twelve months having 
been £260,581. The book value of the com- 
pany’s investments as at Septembe, 30 last 
amounted to £8,241.908, or £149,000 more 
than at September 30, 1934. The market 
value of the quoted investments slightly ex- 
ceeds their book value. As already announced, 
the directors repeat the previous dividend of 
ls. per share, or 6% per cent., which will 
leave a balance of £593 091 to be carried for- 
ward. A considerable improvement is shown 
in the revenue of the railways in which the 
company holds an important interest,

Open Market for Soviet Wood 


As a result of the breakdown of negotia- 
tions between the Soviet shippers of softwoods 
and Timber Distributors there is to be an 
open market for Russian woods. The Russian 
suppliers’ price list was expected to reach 
British importers yesterday morning. A 
meeting of Timber Distributors was held on 
Thursday last, and as a result the following 
telegram was sent to all sharehdiders: 
‘Having carefully considered the views ex- 
pressed at the shareholders’ meeting, the 
directors decided it was impossible to resume 
the negotiations for an underwriting contract, 
and this decision has been communicated to 
the shippers.—Timber Distributors.’

Hail and Farewell 

To-day, in the historic Castle of 
Windsor, all that is. mortal of the late 
King will be laid to rest.. Saint George’s 
Chapel has been the scene of many notable 
events in the course of its long history ; 
but to-day’s ceremony will stand out 
before them all. Never in the history of 
mankind has there been such a manifesta- 
tion of popular grief as that which will 
culminate this afternoon when the remains 
of George V. are ‘gathered to his fathers. 
The experiences of the last week not only 
in Great Britain, but throughout the 
civilised world, would not have been 
believed to be possible if they had not 
actually happened. Who would have 
thought fifteen or twenty years ago that 
in this age of cynicism and unrest, of 
social upheavals and economic depression, 
the death of a King, however eminent or 
distinguished, would have caused such a 
spontaneous outburst of popular feeling? 
On one day more than aquarter of a million 
men and women stood for hours in the 
streets of London to catch a passing 
glimpse of the dead King’s coffin as it 
lay in State in the’ ancient Hall of 
William Rufus at Westminster. Every 
home in Britain shows some token of 
mourning. High and low, rich and poor, 
old and young, without distinction of class 
or creed, have been brought together in a 
common sorrow by the passing of a man 
who, only a few months ago, described 
himself as ‘‘an ordinary sort of fellow.” 
The whole world has marvelled at this 
astonishing display of national unity in 
the presence of death. 
sympathy, which are as sincere as they 
are unanimous, have been pouring into 
London from every part of the civilised 


globe, and foreign nations have been 


Expressions of 


vying with one another to show their 
respect for the memory of the late King. 
Rulers and potentates, kings and the sons 
of kings, and notables from every land 
will walk behind King George’s coffin 
through the streets of London to-day. The 
miracle of broadcasting will enable the 
common people in every town and village 
in the Empire to participate in this final 
tribute to a man who was at once the 
friend and the leader of his mighty race. 
George V. was a king among men and a 
man among kings; his people’s abiding 
love will be his monument. 


Egypt’s Discontents 


Trouble broke out again in Egypt yester- 
day—the latest of a series of disturbances 
which has been taking place for months, 
and even for years. University students, 
in these islands, usually are to be found 
in the ranks of Conservatism; but in 
Egypt they seem to be in the forefront of 
any trouble that may be taking plaee at 
the time, and during the iast few weeks 
asserted 


they have themselves with 


violence. Yesterday the authorities were 
on their guard against any possible riot- 
ing ; for it was known that the students in 
the University of Giza were going to 
declare a general strike as a_ protest 
against the present negotiations with 
Great Britain. The more . responsible 
section of the university—represented by 
the Students’ 
attempted to calm the passions of the 


Executive Committee— 
extremists by a statement which announced 
that the political situation was most 
dangerous, and that it was the duty of all 
students ‘‘to keep calm and to watch 
developments quietly.’’ How quietly they 
watched it can be judged by the fact that 
twelve hundred of them marched in a body 
towards Cairo, where the authorities 
already had opened the bridges in order 
to prevent their approach to the city. 
Many young men were injured in the 
fighting that followed, and it is said that 
one has been killed. These things may be 
dismissed easily as the work of a few hot- 
headed extremists who do not represent 
the main body of opinion; but such a 
judgment is rather too easy to be true. 
Demonstrations, rioting and bloodshed are 
not new in Egypt. They have been taking 
place continually, although it may be that 
only a small section of the people approve 
them. Nevertheless, when discontent finds 
expression so often and so fiercely, one 
must conclude that it represents a real 
problem. 

What is the meaning of all these dis- 
turbances? As in Ireland twenty years 
ago, they are due to a feeling of rebellion 
against British authority, and it is ironic 
that they should be taking place not at 
a time when that authority is being 
pressed upon Egypt, but at a time when 
Great Britain seems to be seeking the 
best means to give the country self- 
government.

On 
December 12th the: signed a decree re- 
storing the 1923 Constitution, and auto- 
matically the Wafd again became the 
strongest force in Egypt. At first the 
omens for peace were surprisingly good. 
One main cause of irritation had. been 
removed by the restoration of democracy, 
while the other—the question of relations 
with Great Britain—was likely to be 
wiped out by agreement. A draft treaty 
for Egyptian self-government had been 
drawn up in 1930; but, although it had 
come to nothing through the intransi- 
geance of the Wafdist Government then 
in power, the leader of the Wafdists now 
expressed his readiness to negotiate on 
the same terms. | 
It was most unfortunate that the latest 
developments should have taken place in 
such an atmosphere of suspicion and dis- 
trust, and that events should have made 
it so easy for’ the more irresponsible 
elements in Egypt to accuse Great Britain 
of a breach. of faith. Actually, the pro- 
posals that treaty negotiations should be 
reopened were submitted to Great Britain 
by a “ United Front ’’ which represented 
all the Egyptian parties, and the British 
reply was delayed for some time owing to 
the resignation of Sir Samuel Hoare, who 
had been in charge of the matter. This 
was an unlucky start, but worse was to 
follow. Nahas Pasha, the leader of the 
Wafdists, suddenly announced that his 
party, and his alone, should take part in 
the discussions with London; and the 
British Ministers, who had understood 
that all Egyptian parties were to be repre- 
sented. were not willing to meet his claim 
The last. and most important, cause of 
the present trouble was a statement from 
the British Government that certain 
radical changes would have to be made in 
the proposed treaty before it could be 
considered. Nessim Pasha, the Egyptian 
Premier, has resigned because there is no 
prospect of forming a Coalition Govern- 
ment with the Wafd to negotiate’ with 
Great Britain, while the Wafd is infuriated 
both by Great Britain’s demand for a 
Coalition and by the prospect of a changed 
treaty. Nobody appears to know how the 
present deadlock can be resolved, and it is 
fairly certain that it never would have 
arisen if events in Africa had not taken 
such a dangerous turn within the last six 
months. In normal times there is no 
reason to think that Great Britain would 
not be willing to implement the treaty of 
1930; but the war in Abyssinia has made

Popular Art 


“I want to know a butcher paints,” 
remarked Robert Browning, and his 
wish would be gratified if he were able to 
visit Bethnal Green to-day. In Bethnal 
Green, one of the worst slum districts in 
London, there is an Arts Club which was 
founded twelve years ago by a hatdock- 
smoker, a white-washer, two out-of-work 
sailors and a costermonger. It still 1s 
flourishing ; in fact, its annual exhibition 
a few days ago was “ noticed ” to thie 
extent of nearly half a column in The 
Times. The paintings have been done by 
workingmen—except, indeed, for those 
which are the work of the unemployed— 
and it seems that they are by no means of 
the ‘‘pavement’’ artist school. “The 
average quality of the work,” says The 
Times, ''is well up to that of an amateur 
exhibition anywhere, and every now and 
then one comes across something which 
shows not only a high degree of talent but 
also general sensibility.’’ The important 
fact, however, is not that the paintings 
are good, but that they are there at all. 
In walks of life that are hard and 
monotonous, it is encouraging to find that 
some men will turn from the ready-made 
pleasures which can be obtained so easily, 
and will find more delight in the work of 
their own hands and brains. The man-in- 
the-street, indeed, has a good-humoured 
contempt for “ art,” but, unknown even to 
himself, he tends to seek refuge in art. 
The Bavarian peasants were carving their 
little wooden dolls Jong before the tourists 
discovered them, and the Irish country- 
folk composed their ballads with no other 
thought than that they should be sung to 
their friends. In every age the instinct 
has asserted itself, but it has a harder 
fight now than it had even fifty years ago ; 
for the minds of people are being moulded 
to suit an age of mechanism. Stil], so 
long as there is an Arts Club in Bethnal 
Green, the final victory of the machine 
over the individual will not have been 
won.

THIS, OUR BROTHER 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: In the Service broadcast on 
Sunday there was recited the Collect from 
the Order for the Burial of the Dead, 
which will be read again to-day over the 
King’s grave at Windsor, which is read, 
indeed, over great and lowly alike when 
their bodies are committed to the earth. 
Its central petition is that when we shall 
depart this life ‘‘we may rest in Him, 
as our hope is this our brother doth.”’ 
While King George lived it was natural 
to think of him as the father of his 
people, but in the presence of the uni- 
versal fatherhood, to whose loving kind- 
ness we now commit him, he is no more 
—and no less—than the brother of all 
Christian men. It is easy and comforting 
so to think of this simple and truly 
humble man, as the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury hascalled him. He has laid aside all 
his dignities in the spirit of one who never 
mistook them for anything more than a 
ceremonial garment, or allowed them to 
muffle the beating of a warm and sensitive 
heart. His people see him as undoubtedly 
he saw himself, as one of their own kind, 


an ordinary man, called upon to play 


an extraordinary part. 

In taking up the heavy burden of his 
office he was not helped by any outstand- 
ing gifts of intellectual eminence. He 
had not even received an education 
specially devised to equip him for the 
responsibilities of a King. Cleverer men 
in easier times had worn the Crown before 
him and had shown themselves over- 
burdened by it. King George, armed only 
with the powers of the average man, had 
to stand at the head of his people in 
crisis after crisis, confronting the assaults 
of adverse circumstances, That he remained 
undefeated by them all, and came out at 
last into a little of the calm of victory 
before the end, means more to his people 
than would a like triumph achieved by 
any superhuman genius. They have seen 
how great is the power latent in~-the 
common man, and have been encouraged 
to believe that whatsoever call may come 
to any one of them if he will but answer 
it with the faith and courage and humility 
of King George he will not fail for lack 
of natural gifts. That, after all. has 
been the lesson of the Empire’s experience 
in this great reign. 

In war and in peace the British peoples 
have endured trials and won victories that 
have been the wonder of the world. 
They have bee victories not. of 
brilliant Generals and statesmen, but 
of common humanity, and the strength 
that has won them has been the strength of 
brotherhood , of which the inspiration 
has been the King. When the greatest, of 
poets had to present his most heroic figure 
of a King of England in the crisis of his 
destiny, he made him hail his followers 
as his brethren. ‘‘ We few, we happy 
few, we band of brothers ” is the cry of 
King Harry on the eve of Agincourt. 
They who acknowledged King George as 
their leader on sterner fields than 
Agincourt were not few, but it was their 
happiness to feel that thev were a band 
of brothers of whom the King was one.

SIR CAMERON SHUTE 


, General Sir Cameron Deane Shute, the -dis- 
tinguished soldier, whose death in London is 
avnounced, had close association with. the 
North of Ireland. : 

His mother was a daughter of the late 
Rev. John Brownlow, a brother of the. late 
Lord Lurgan, and his wife is a sister of the 
late Major. William George Forde, D.L., 
whose son, Captain 1. W. Forde, of Seaforde, 
County Down, is a well-known figure in 
Ulster social and hunting circles. 


General Sir Cameron Shute was born in the 
year. 1866, and was educated at Marlborough 
and Sandhurst. He joined the Aimy over 
fifty. years ago at the age oí nineteen, when 
he was attached to the Velch Regiment. He 
entered the Staff College in 1893, and was 
gazetted captain of the Rifle Brigade, being 
yromoted Major in 1904, Lieut.-Colonel 'n 
910, and, Colonel in 1913, being raised to the 
rank of Brigadier-General at the outbreak of 
the Great War in 1914, He became Major: 
General in the vear 1917, when he assumed 


he was also at the head of the 19th Division 
at the Battle of Messines during the early 
part of 1917. In the closing months of the 
war he commanded the V. Corps, Third 
Army, in France, 

He was mentioned in despatches on no 
fewer than eight occasions, and was awarded 
several French and Belgian decorations, while 
his gallant services were further recognised in 
the year 1919, when he was created a Knight 
Commander of the Bath 

In 1926 Sir Cameron became Lieutenant of 
the Tower of London, and in the following 
year he was appointed G.O.C.-in-Chief of the

Professor William Blair-Bell, the well- 
known Liverpool gynecologist, and one of 
the leading figures in gynecological and cancer 
research, died suddenly near Shrewsbury late

was 64. Professor Blair-Bell’s work on cancer 
attracted world-wide attention, He held a 
number of honours from foreign countries.

APPRECIATION OF COLOUR 
‘annie 


Teaching school children the proper appre- 
ciation of colour was the topic of a lecture 
given by Mr. Arthur B. Allen in the Dublin 
Metropolitan School of Art last night. 

After referring to the early chaotic state of 
colour teaching, as compared with mathe- 


matics and philosophy, he outlined the three 


main systems—those of the chemist, the 
physicist and the psychologist. Mr. Allen 


dealt ‘principally with the latter, the: Ostwald 
theory, which is based on the recognition and 
use of colour in terms of its influence on the 
eve. 

There are, he said, three stages in colour 
recognition. First the eye is attracted to it, 
which is physics; the nervous system trans; 
mits its vibrations to the brain (physiology), 
and, finaily, the brain translates that mesa 
sage (psychology). He described the class 
room methods of teaching the Ostwald theory, 
explaining the harmony of opposites, analo- 
gous harmonies and monochromatic harmonies,

NATIONAL MUSEUM 
DISPUTE 
ne 
ARBITRATION ‘COURT'S 
DECISION 


‘The Arbitration Court set up by the Dublin 
Trade Union Council in connection with the 
National Museum dispute gave its decision 
late last uight. 

It will be remembered that the Museum 
buildings were picketed by members of the 
Irish Engineering and Foundry Union because 
of the dismissal of some of their members. 

The Court, after hearing evidence Íre the 
Irish Engineering and Foundry Union and 
the Amalgamated Plumbers’ Umon regarding 
the question at issue between these bodies 
in so lar as it affected the Museum dispute, 
decided that under existing circumstances 
there is no clear line of demarcation as be- 
tween plumbers and_fitters on such work as 
that at the Museum. i 

It decided that, as the men concerned in 
the dismissals have been employed for periods 


of from 11 to 15 years as mechanical fitters, . 


they are not eligible to join the Plumbers’ 
Union—a suggestion which was made to 
them—and that, therefore, they had been 
treated harshly and must be. reinstated in 
their positions. 

The Court made it quite clear to the 
parties that the decision referred only to the 
one dispute, and that it had no bearing on 
any other dispute between the two bodies. 

The Court suggested that an early confer- 
ence should be arranged between the two 
unions with a view to securing a general 
settlement of the questions at issue. | 

The opinion was expressed that the 
workers whose cases had been considered 
should be warned not to do any work which 
it was agreed was proper to plumbers. 

The decision will be communicated to the 
Department of Industry and Commerce to- 
day.
